The horror of the Buchenwald Nazi Concentration 
Camp was revived today in the trial of an S.8. 
sergeant charged with the murder of 63 in- 


mates. 


Sergeant Martin. Sammcer, 43, 
stood before a German court 
and “told frankly of the out- 
ragea he helped to perpotrato In 
the camp commanded by Karl 
Koch and tus wifo Use, “Tho 
Witch of Buchenwald,” 

In addition {o the murders, 
Sommer was charged = with 
torturing prisoncrs and with 
drowning ene inmate in o bath 
of disinfectant. 


TOLD COURT 


Ho also told the court, 
today’s opening hearing: 


*x Me personally admintstered 
whippingn to prisoners 
times than I can 
But he denied 
whipping some = prisoucrs 
harder than: others “be- 
cause this waa ton exhaunt- 
Ing.” 


Prisoners were whipped 
frequently “to maintain 
Dtace and order.” 


There wore three standard 
methods of execution at 
Buchenwald hanging, 
shooting, or by infrotlons. 
Hanging was carried ont 
on orders “from above, 
from Himmter” (8.5.- 
Commandér-In-Chlef Heln- 
nch Hlmmilor), 


As a special form of punish- 
ment, prisoners were hand- 
cuffed with thelr hands be- 
hind them ani hung on a 
nail on a tree like hats on 
n hatrack. 

When prisoners were being 
whipped, Sommer told the court, 
thoy were stretched over a 
whipping; block. Two. camp 
guards held them In position and 
a third did the whipping. 

Sommor was supervisor of 1 
cell block at Buchenwald camp 
between, 1938 und 1943, Sinca 
1950 he has successfully pleaded 
medicnt grounds to postpone his 
trlal. Sommer was severely in- 
jured when his tank exploded in 
tie cloning days of the war,—
